John Wilson, first class sailor and a res- 
cuer on board the steamer City of Pa- 
ducah, which sunk off Brunkhorst’s Land- 
early last Monday morning, was 
as he stepped ashore from. the 
Kagle Thursday by Detec- 
Joyce, at the instance of 
FE.

Louis and Tennessee River Packet Co., 
who accuses him of preying on the val- 
uables of those who were drowned in the 
wreck, as well as upon some of the pas- 
sengers who were rescued. 

Wilson was fresh from the scene of the 
disaster and was loaded with wreckage, 
most of which he asserts he intended to 
return to the owners, many of whose 
names he has written on cards in his 
pockets, He relates the thrilling part he 
took in the efforts of the crew to save the 
lives of the passengers in extenuation of his 
seizure of some orf the property found in 
his possession.

At the same time the 
Tenth Battalion started downtown, drop- 
ping out details at the street corners along 
the traction line, running to Broadway. One 
company of the Twenty-third, Company A, 
Started to clear out the mob massed at the 
curb on Central avenue.

Persuasion was of no avail 
went the company a dozen paces. ‘‘Charge 
bayonets'!’ shouted Col. Brady. who was 
near by. Down went the gleaming points 


and on a rush the men started for the 
crowd. Just as they reached them there 
was a quick reverse of the guns and the 
butts smashed against human bodies. With 
a how! the crowd started back; some with 
bloody faces and some with broken bones. 
The mob was not allowed to stop until it 
had been driven three blocks away.

|'How a Big Gun Was Taken Out of the 
Kearsarge. 

NEW YORK, May 16.—A rare mechan- 
ical feat of keen interest to naval powers 
the world over was successfully achieved 
at the Brooklyn navy yard by the removal 
the for- 


of a damaged 13-inch gun from 
ward turret of the battleship Kearsarge. 

Upon the success of the undertaking 
hinged, in the opinion of experts, the 
practicability of superimposed turreted 
battleships. 

It was feared that it would be neces- 
‘sary to tear away the upper turret and 
‘remove the two big eight-inch guns and 
then demolish nearly all of the lower 
turret before the 13-inch gun could be 
moved. This would mean a cost of $40,000. 

Since April 25, when the HKearsarge ar- 
rived at the yard, Constructor L. C. 
Capps had been at work on his plan to 


get the big gun out,
